Land agents are currently nego- 
tiating.' with property owners in 
sections of Grayslake and Lake. 
Villa through which a 280 mile oil 
pipe line will be built. 

The pipe line, running from East 
Chicago, Ind., to Green Bay, Wis., Is 
being planned by a Shreveport, La., 
firm, West Shore Pipe Line Co., a 
subsidiary of the Interstate Pipeline 
Co. The firm will construct the 
pipe line for 10 major oil companies, 
as yet unnamed and in the midst 
of a corporate organization. 

The exact location of the line is 
uncertain, but will follow a norther- 
ly course along the Soo Line tracks 
to Rt. 21. The line is being built 
because of increased consumption 
of oil and oil products in Wisconsin, 
and is expected to solve a major 
problem of transportation of these 
products.

School Principal Marlin Schnurr 
hailed the rejection of the secession 
petition Monday night at a hearing 
conducted jointly by the Kenosha 
and Walworth County School Com- 
mittees in Genoa City. - 

A crowd of over 350 persons at- 
tended the hearing, with the major- 
ity of the speakers voicing opposi- 
tion to the proposed detachment 
The 12-member committee voted 
down the proposal, 9 to 8. 

"I am pleased by this action of 
the joint committee/* said Schnurr. 
"The large attendance at the hearing 
indicates that people of the district 
are keenly, interested in the educa- 
tional welfare of their children.** 

Schnurr and School Board Presi- 
dent Henry Beardz narked the op- 
position at the hearing, protesting 
a move which would have switched

from the Wilmot District to Lake 
Geneva Badger High School District.

In his talk at the hearing, Schnurr 
lashed out at "unfounded stories or 
rumors" that belittled Wilmot High 
School. He defended the record of 
the school — in its accreditation, 
quality of curriculum and faculty, 
and the records of its graduates in 
college work. 

Schnurr said the propaganda 
"would lead one to believe that 
Badger High School is an ultra-pro- 
gressive school and that Wilmot 
High School was a sort of second 
or third rate Institution." 

He called attention to the fact 
that "Wilmot High School has been 
a pioneer in some areas. which are 
today almost taken for granted in 
a good school system, and that "we 
are still pioneering in certain areas 
and will be in the future." 

He cited the school hot lunch pro- 
gram, started in 1937, and the be- 
ginning of student transportation 
for all. students back in 1942 as ex- 
amples. Another pioneering move 
was. the establishment of a depart- 
ment of Vocational Agriculture. 

In closing, Schnurr said: 

"Maybe we don't have the most 
beautiful building. Maybe we 
don't advertise our. strong points as 
much as some schools do. We do 
need additional facilities:- This is 
not an uncommon situation. We 
know we have weaknesses which 
we are continually striving to im- 
prove, but we also are running a 
very fine educational institution. 
Please do not take any action which 
will prevent it from continuing *o 
grow. We need every dollar of tax 
base that we have in order to pro- 
vide good, sound wholesome edu-

2 — Discussion of improvements 
of the 19-acre athletic field east of 
the Soo Line tracks. — 

3 — Firmer negotiations with Soo 
Line officials on the question of safe 
passage between the present school 
campus and the athletic field and — 

4 — Acquisition of some 0,000' 
cubic yards of fill from soil along the 
east side of the railroad embank- 
ment. 

Although It was made clear that 
school addition plans are not firm 
at fliis time, action must be taken on 
a decision in .the near future if high 
school population demands are to be 
met 

Latest plan, third in a series which 
have been under, study over the past 
year, envisions a new addition for 
450 students in front of and parallel 
to the existing school facing on 
Main Street and a new faculty im- 
mediately behind the existing gym- 
nasium. 

Plan No. 3 would provide facilities 
for .11 academic classrooms, three 
labs, one department office, eight 
reatrooms, cafeteria-kitchen equip- 
ped to handle 400 students per shift, 
library and study haiL The facility 
next to the gym Would encompass 
an all-purpose . room, concession 
area, phys-ed stations, locker-show- 
er area, band room and storage area. 
Plans would include certain re- 
modeling and alterations to the ex- 
isting school plant and possible reno- 
vation of heating-ventilating facili- 
ties. 

Total cost is estimated to approxi- 
mate $850,000, slightly under $15 per 
square foot including various appur- 
tenances, favorable rate under ex- 
isting costs.

The project will also include the 
renovation of two classrooms. One, 
an interior classroom adjacent to the 
gymnasium, will be converted to ad- 
ditional shower and locker room 
space. The present typing room, after 
renovation, will become the new 
physics laboratory-classroom. 

The new unit will also include an 
office for the school annual. It will 
be erected, on an angle, on the west 
side of the present building.

A few verbal licks on behalf of home rule and representative govern- 
ment were gotten in by Wauconda's Robert Dickson during a brief attack 
on the 9till-td-be-appointed supervisor of finance and again when Moroney 
requested an extension of time for the board of review. 

Dickson warned that the finance director would usurp supervisor 
duties and urged the supervisors to prevail on their township assessors to 
speed the return of the assessor books so the county supervisor of as- 
sessments and the board of review would not have to take action against 
them. 

He was especially critical of Moroney when he learned that Deer- 
field's books hadn't been returned. 

Moroney, who had earlier suggested that a little action by the super- 
visors might hasten the return of the books, warned that home rule or 
township government was endangered when the township officials failed 
to do their Jobs. 

In response to Dickson, however, Morney suggested that It was none 
of the board's business whether or not he exterted pressure on his as- 
sessor. . 

Moroney revealed that in addition to Deerf ield the books of assessors 
in Fremont, Lake Villa, and Avon Townships have not been returned to 
the supervisor of assessments. 



County Board Chairman Karl Berning was slated to appear before a 
meeting of the Randolph Commission in Springfield, Tuesday, and was 
instructed by the board to take a firm stand against Indiscriminate and 
involuntary annexation of adjoining territory by muscle-flexing munici- 
palities. 

The board no doubt feels that at the rate some communities are ex- 
panding and new cities are springing up pretty soon there will be no un- 
incorporated areas and hence no need for a county highway department 
or a big sheriff's force. 

This of course would mean a drastic reduction in supervisor patronage.

Social Security Change 
Boosts Over-S 1200 Pay 

Included in the I960 Social Secur- 
ity amendments is a new retirement 
test which will mean more benefit 
checks to those who earn over $1200 
a year. The new retirement test is 
effective Jan. 1, 1901. 

The requirement that a worker 
must earn no more than $1,200 in 
order to receive all 12 of his monthly 
checks is unchanged. However, be- 
ginning Jan. 1, if he earns more, 
than $1,200 he will have his benefits 
reduced $1.00 for every $2.00 he 
earns between $1,200 and $1,500; and 
$1.00 for every $1.00 he earns over 
$1500. Excess earnings will be 
charged against total family bene- 
fits payable. 

The rule that benefits can. be 
paid for any month that a bene- 
ficiary earns no more than $100 In 
wages and does not perform sub- 
stantial services in self-employment 
is still in effect; also the rule per- 
mitting unlimited earnings after the 
worker becomes age 72. 

Social Security checks received 
the first part of December will con- 
tain an insert explaining the new 
retirement test. 

Workers who are over age 05, who 
have not already filed for their 
benefit checks, should inquire at 
their Social Security District Office 
to see if it would be to their advan- 
tage to apply for benefits now.

How to Recover 
From Skid in 
Winter Driving 

Skidding is a common occurrence 
when driving on snow and ice. To 
help ease the dangers the Chicago 
Motor Club issued the following tips 
on how to recover from a skid; 

1 — Keep yourself under control. 
A person who cannot control him- 
self in an emergency will have more 
trouble than others. 

2. Avoid braking. Slamming on 
the brakes in a skid locks the 
wheels, causes loss of traction, and 
increases the skid. 

3 — Steer in the direction the 
rear end is skidding. As the car 
begins to straighten, you should 
straighten the front wheels as well. 

4. — Avoid overateering.. Turn- 
ing the steering wheel too far whips 
the rear end into a skid 'in the op- 
posite direction. 

5 — Keep the selector lever at D, 
or the clutch engaged. Holding the 
car in gear helps reduce speed and 
produces maximum control. 

6. — Avoid lifting your foot from 
the accelerator suddenly. Some ex- 
pert drivers even accelerate moder- 
ately to get out of a skid. 

The motor club cautioned that 
ordinary stopping distances often 
are doubled and tripled on slip- 
pery winter streets. The club urged 
motorists to hold down speed when 
driving on ice or snow.

How to Recover 
From Skid in 
Winter Driving 

Skidding is a common occurrence 
when driving on snow and ice. To 
help ease the dangers the Chicago 
Motor Club issued the following tips 
on how to recover from a skid: 

1 — Keep yourself under control. 
A person who cannot control him- 
self in an emergency will have more 
trouble than others 

2. Avoid braking. Slamming on 
the brakes in a skid locks the 
wheels, causes loss of traction, and 
increases the skid. 

3 — Steer in the direction the 
rear end is skidding. As the car 
begins to straighten, you should 
straighten the front wheels as well. 

4. — -Avoid oversteering.. Turn- 
ing the steering wheel too far whips 
the rear end into a skid in the op- 
posite direction. 

I> — Keep the selector lever at D, 
or the clutch engaged. Holding the 
car in gear helps reduce speed and 
produces maximum control. 

6. — Avoid lifting your foot from 
the accelerator suddenly. Some ex- 
pert drivers even accelerate moder- 
ately to get out of a skid. 

The motor club cautioned that 
ordinary stopping distances often 
are doubled and tripled on slip- 
pery winter streets. The club urged 
motorists to hold down speed when 
driving on ice or snow.

Hunters Averaged 3.2 
Hours lo Gel Hie Bird 

Pheasant hunters spent more 
time bagging a cock bird in Illinois 
this fait than in either 1958 or 1959, 
according to Robert I. Smith, leader 
of a pheasant investigation project 
sponsored by the Illinois Natural 
History Survey and State Depart- 
ment of Conservation. 

Hunters tramped the fields an 
average of 3.2 hours to shoot a cock 
during the 20-day season which 
ended ...Nov. 30, compared to 2.9 
hours, in 1959, and 2.5 in 1958. 

After the first few days most 
hunters had trouble getting the daily 
limit of three cocks because many 
pheasants congregated in unharvest- 
ed corn and were relatively in- 
accessible. 

More cocks were crippled but not 
recovered in 1960 than in the last 
few seasons. Hunters crippled and 
lost 34 cocks for each 100 bagged 
this year compared to losses of 23 
and 18 per 100 in 1958 and 1959. 
The abundance of standing corn in 
1960 probably contributed to the 
higher loss due to crippling. Cocks 
knocked down In standing corn were 
difficult to retrieve.

This year's college seniors will 
find a general "tightening up" In 
recruiting effort by U. S. business 
and industry, a Northwestern Uni- 
versity survey showed today. 
[ The graduating engineer, how- 
ever, will continue to be in great 
demand and in this age of science 
technology according to the 18th 
Annual College Employment Sur- 
vey, conducted by Frank S. Endicott, 
Northwestern'* director of (job) 
placement. 

The survey, widely known as an 
important index of national hiring 
and business trends, reported on 
data from 210 firms across the na- 
tion. 

It showed that the companies plan 
to hire 6 per cent more engineers 
than they did in 1960 but that they 
will employ 3.2 per cent fewer men 
with other types of training, mostly 
non-technical. 

The reporting companies said they 
planned to pay an average of $820 
a month to the starting engineer of 
1961, an average ef 1408 for account- 
ing graduates, $401 for men In sales 
and $439 for general business train- 
ees. 

This amounts to a 2.0 per cent In- 
crease over 1960 starting salaries, 
the survey showed.

Christmas celebrations became so 
merry- in Merrie Old England that 
they were abolished.

But tthe English people invited his 
son, Charles II, to come back in 
1660 and Christmas, as well as the 
monarchy, was restored to England.

It is 
easier to work on the contour 
around the hill with tractors, than 
to be continually going up and down 
the hill— which wastes fuel. 

Smith said that the farmer can 
expect about a 10 per cent increase 
in net profit per acre where the 
stripcropplng system is used. He 
has found that from 6 to 10 inches 
of top soil has been lost from many 
of the Kenosha County hills. Strip- 
cropping will eliminate this waste 
of the topsoil. 

The county agent's office can give 
more Information on good Soil Con- 
servation practices.
